SOLICITATION No. 2012-134

SCOPE OF WORK

BASE BID 1:

The El Paso Zoo needs to construct a shade structure for visitors to view animals of the African
Exhibit. The shade structure is to be themed to mimic an African thatch hut. The project is
Jocated up on the African Plaza site near the 7.00°s Kalahari building and meerkat exhibit

overlooking the watering hole and giraffe exhibit.

The structure is an 18°- 0” round framed steel column supported thatch roof open below on all

~ sides. Columns are 10 ft. in height and overall structure approximately 20 ft. in height. The roof
framing is a timber roof frame with supporting wood beams and purlins and a wood deck. The

deck is to be sheathed with a weather resistant wrap and overlaid with thatch reed panels screwed

in place. The underside of the plywood decking is to be laminated with an African reed panel

board prior to installing over wood frame structure. The thatch panels are to be installed in a

similar manner and pattern as standard shingles.

The steel column supports are to be sheathed in a split round timber fitted around the column,

d themed for decorative elements as well as sanded and stained. Patterned concrete

floor and surrounding paving are part of work as per plans and specs. The wood beam structure

and any exposed metal work shall be stained and painted to match to themeing of structure.
Colors and patterns are to be selected by owner. This is an open air structure. No mechanical
systems are included. A blank electrical conduit stubbed to a column location and a %” water
line stub up from pipe at site is required for owner to use for future work.

ALTERNATE 1:

Construction of a 18°- 00” thatch roof structure without plywood deck and reed panel. -

BASE BID 2:

Construction of a 16°~ 00” round structure, same system as the Base Bid 1 structure (see sheet 5
of 5).

ALTERNATE 2:

Construction of a 16°- 007 structure thatch roof structure without plywood deck and reed panel.

OPTION 1:

An additional concrete bench and wall is an option that is designed to match in themeing and
coloring to an existing concrete wall along the Plaza (see Sheet 3 of 5).




The project will be constructed in an area that visitors are expected to be nearby during business
hours. Staging of materials will be provided that is a small 12 ft. x 12 ft space approximately 30
ft. from project site. Additional staging will be available on site but away from the project on a
back service road. The contractor will be responsible to secure equipment and protect the site

from visitors as well as the nearby staging area with portable temporary fencing. Contractor
d with Zoo and coordinated on a daily basis as needed.

It is expected the days of
March 9 — 19® and April 6- 8t will be days of high visitation. The projects limited size and scope
may not require the additional days if sufficient progress allows access without impairment or

work is completed with less time needed.
